}ing killed her husband, Patrick, her two 
children, Mary, aged 8 years, and Annie, 
aged 6, who died a week ago, and Patrick 
and Cecelia Cook, tenants in the Carey 
j house at 1,342 Hamilton Street. 

All of the persons named died within 
j the last eleven months, end the police 
palings that Mrs. Carey benefited by their 
deaths to the extent of $1,000 through 
| the collection of insurance. 

The woman's arrest followed an investi- 
gation made into the deaths of her chil- 
dren, which occurred last week. It was 
said at the time that their deaths were 
caused by eating poisoned candy, or candy 
that contained deleterious substances. An 
analysis of the candy such as the children 
are said to have purchased showed that 
it contained no poisonous substance, and 
when Coroners’ Physician . Wadsworth 
made an analysis of the stomachs of the 
children, he found that the little girls had 
died of arsenical poisoning. 

According to Capt. Donaghy of the De- 
tective Bureau, it was learned that the 
children were insured for $125 each, and 
that Mrs. Carey kad collected that amount 
after their deaths. The police say they 
learned that the woman had obtained rat 
poison, and on further investigation it 
was found that Patrick and Cecilia Cook, 
brother and sister, with whom Mrs. Carey 
lived, had died within a few months under 
suspicious circumstances. 

Miss Cook had been the lessee of the 
house ard Mrs. Carey was a tenant. The 
police say that Miss Cook was insured for 
$200 in favor of Patrick Cook, her brother, 
and that on Aug. 13 she died. Patrick had 
been insured for $500 in favor of his sister. 
He collected the insurance on her policy 
after her death, and Mrs. Carey took up 
the lease of the house. Thereupon Patrick 
Cook made his insurance in favor of Mrs. 
Carey, and shortly thereafter became ill 
and died. 

When Miss Cook died, a physician who 
had attended her was visited by Mrs. 
Carey, the police say, and asked to sign 
a death certificate for insurance, attest- 
ing that she died of heart disease. As he 
had previously attended her for heart 
trouble and knew that she was likely to 
die at any moment, he signed the certifi- 
cate, though he had not been in attend- 
ance on the woman just prior to her 
death. Miss Cook died on Aug. 13, and 
'on Sept. 17 her brother died. The circum- 
stances were similar. 

After the death of the children the po- 
lice learned that the woman’s husband 
had died suddenly about ten months ago. 
Physicians who were called In at various 
times during the illness of the victims 
have urged a rigid investigation. The 
bodies of Patrick Cook and his sister have 
been exhumed ard that of the woman's 
husband will also be disinterred.

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1,496,777 NICKELS IN A DAY. |MISS THEODORA SHONTS 


The Interborough Company Breaks the 
Traffic Records of Its Systems. 


The combined elevated and underground 
system of the Interborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Company took in 1,486,777 nickels on 
Monday and established a new record for 


the heaviest day of traffic. More passen- 
gers were carried than ever before in the 
history of the combined or separate com- 
panies. 

If the company were to turn the receipts 
for that day over to one of its faithful 
daily patrons, that man could ride twice 
a day on the Subway, seven days in the 
week, for 2,036.6 years, and still have 
430 rides or so coming to him. It's aw- 
ful to think of the distance he could ride 
during that time, but he could be well on 
his way to the sun were he bound itn that 
direction out into the firmament. 

The income for the day to the company 
was more than $74,000. 

The passengers carried on the elevated 
lines not only exceeded the high record 
for last year, but passed the record for 
1904, which has been the banner year thus 
far, showing that it has not only regained 
the traffic originally lost to the Subway 
but is now carrying larger crowds than 
ever. 


The elevated lines carried 917,143 pas- 
sengers, an increase of 88,235 over the cor- 
responding day last year, a gain over the 
best day in 1904. The Subway carried 
569,634 passengers, which is an increase 
of 53,324 passengers over the correspond- 
ing day of last year. 

On this business of one day the total 
revenue of the Manhattan lines and the 
Subway shows an increase of $8,534.92 
over the corresponding day of last year. 


ELIOT AGAINST BASKET BALL. 


Harvard President Says Rowing and 
Tennis Are the Only Clean Sports.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 27.—The ath- 
letic outlook at Harvard grows more am- 
biguous every day, and, with the excep- 
tion of tennis and rowing, no one can def- 
initely say what games will be allowed 
by the Overseers and corporation during 
the coming year. President Charles W. 
Eliot, since his recent declaration that 
the discontinuance of football would do 
the umversity no harm, made several ob- 
jections to-day to basket ball, hockey, and 
even baseball. 

“To discontinue football, hockey, and 
basket ball at Harvard would do no 
harm,” he said. ‘‘ Basket ball is very ob- 
jectionable. It is too rough, and there are 
too many chances for cheating. The rules 
have been stretched so that they spoil the 
game. It would be a good thing, especial- 
ly, to have basket ball discontinued.”’ 

In discussing other forms of sports 
President Eliot admitted that, as baseball 
was so popular, he would not advocate its 
abolition, notwithstanding the objections 
to it. Hockey he stamped as too rough. 

“It requires team work,” he added, 
“and I must say I have no use for a 
game that requires that. It is not open 
enough, and as in basket ball, its rules 
have been distorted. Rowing and tennis 
are the only sports in which honorable 
play altogether is practiced., You can no 
more cheat in those two sports than in a 
game of cards; you would be crowded out 
of society if you tried.” 


PITTSBURG GRAFT ARREST. 


Councilman Accused of Bribery and 
Scores More Under Suspicion.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 27.—Common 
Councilman William A. Martin was ar- 
rested this) morning on a charge of con- 
spiracy to bribe, and afterward released 
on $10,000 bail. President C. 8. Cameron 
of the Tube City Railroad, arrested late 
last night, was released upon $10,000 bail 

after spending the night in a cell. 

Both are charged with conspiring to 
bribe Councilmen in connection with the 
Pittsburg and Tube City Rallroad fran- 
chise ordinance. The District Attorney's 
office formally started to investigate the 
scandal this afternoon. Some of the wit- 
nesses declared that the promoters of 
the franchise Wad rented many safety de- 
posit boxes and had given the keys to 
Councilmen. Further arrests are prom- 
ised for to-morrow. In all seventy-two 
Councilmen are under suspicion. - 


MAY ATTACK HILL STOCKS. 


Minnesota Attorney General Will Try 
to Retire Big Issues.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 27.—Attorney 
General Young of Minnesota sald to-day: 

‘Because of the evidence obtained in 
the examination of James J. Hill, showing 
duplicate issues of capital stock of the 
Great Northern's branch lines, I am con- 
sidering how to bring proceedings to com- 
pel the retirement either of the branch 
line stock, which is still afloat and pay- 
ing dividends, or of the main line stock 
issued for buying up the subsidiary com- 
pany. 

“The people are now paying dividends 
on this double capitalization, and one or 
the other issue is certainly water. When 
new branch lines were built new stock 
was issued, but the lines were built out of 
the Great Northern surplus, and the stock 
is water.” 

Issues of stock said to be duplications 
are: For the St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Manitoba, $20,000,000; for the WBastern 
Minnesota, $25,000,000; for the Wilmar & 
Sioux Falls, $10,000,000. 


METCALF’S REPORT MADE. 


He Discusses the Japanese Problem 
with the President. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—President 
Roosevelt had a long conference with 
Secretary Metcalf at the White House 
to-night regarding the alleged discrim- 
ination against the Japanese residents in 
San Francisco. 

More than a month ago when the agi- 
tation affecting the alleged discrimination 
against the Japanese in San Francisco 
was. at its height, the President sent Mr. 
Metcalf to that city to make a thorough 
investigation. It was charged that Jap- 
anese were denied equal school privileges 
and that there had been threats and overt 
acts against Japanese merchants. 

Mr. Metcalf’s report is now ready, and 
was considered very fully by the Presi- 
dent to-night. Its contents have not been 
made public, but it is believed that he 
found much justification for the actions 
of San Franciscans.

Theodora Shonts, the younger daughter 
of Theodore P. Shonts, Chairman of the 
Panama Canal Commission. 


The Duke's full name and titles are 
Emmanuel Théodore Bernard Marie 
d’Albert de Luynes d'Ailly, ninth 
Duke of Chaulnes and of Picquigny and 
Marquis of Dangeau. He was born in 
Paris in 1878. His residence is in the 
Avenue Van Dyck, in the Parc Monceau 
quarter, and he has a chateau in the 
Department of the Sarthe. He is a 
familiar figure in sporting circles and 
is well known for his interest in ath- 
letics and all forms of outdoor diver- 
sion. He is a member of the Cercle de 
la Rue Royale, Cercle Hoche, and of 
the Société Sportive de I'Ile de Puteaux,, 

He comes of a very old and distin¢ 
guisked family. The dukedom was es- 
tablished in 1621, and after the title 
had twice become extinct it was re-es- 
tablished in 1869 in favor of his father, 
the late Paul d’Albert de Luynes, broth- 
er of the Duc de Luynes, who died when 
his only son was three years old. His 
mother was Princess Sophie Augusti- 
nova Galitzin, who was noted for her 
beauty. She survived her husband 
only two years.

The J. H. Jones and All on Board Lost 
in Georgian Bay.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 27.—Word 
was received here to-night that the pas- 
senger steamer J. H. Jones was lost in 
Georgian Bay duriig last Thursday’s gale 
with all on board. The passengers and 
crew numbered thirty. Three bodies were 
washed ashore near Collingwood, Ontario, 
to-day and were identified as members of 
the crew of the Jones. 

The Jones left Wiarton, Ontario, last 
Thursday for Collingwood. She was sight- 
ed late the same afternoon off Griffin Isl- 
and, but since that time nothing had bef 
heard from her. She carried a crew of 
twelve men and had on board eighteen 
passengers. Most of these latter are 
thought to have been fishermen bound for 
Collingwood after having laid up their 
tugs at Wiarton for the Winter. 

The J. H. Jones was a small passenger 
steamer of 152 tons, and was 107 feet 
long. She was built in 1888, and was 
owned by the Crawford Fish Company of 
Wiarton, Ontario. In the Summer season 
she was used as an excursion boat and in 
the Spring and Fall as a ferry between 
Wiarton, Collingwood, and other points 
at the southern end of Georgian Bay.

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POLICE INVESTIGATION 
FOLLOWS CARUSO CASE 


Mathot’s Tale of Others Guilty 
May Bring Him Into It. 


BINGHAM HAS NO SUCH LIST 


Surprised by the Declaration of His 
Deputy—Police Books Examined—~,» 
Caruso Will Sing To-night. 


Stirring times in the Police Depart- 
ment are expected as an outcome of the 
Caruso case. From statements made yes- 
terday by Commissioner Bingham, it ig 
evident that an investigation of the 
Arsenal Police Station is in progress, that 
charges against one or more policemen 
are probable, and that the removal of 
Deputy Commissioner Mathot, who prose- 
| cuted the Caruso case, igs by no means out 
| of the question. 

Mr. Mathot, who on Monday asserted 
that clergymen, lawyers, and members of 
| almost every profession had been arrested 
| and convicted on charges similar to those 
preferred against Caruso, failed yesterday 
to substantiate these allegations and re- 
fused to make public any of the names 
of the prominent men involved. To Com- 
missioner Bingham he said that the in- 
terview which he was credited with hav- 
ing given out was not volunteered by 
him, but was prompted by the reporters, 
When told that the members of the Metro- 
politan Opera House orchestra demanded 
that he make public the name of the 
opera musician who had been convicted 
on such a charge, he refused to Say any- 
thing. 

Previous to Mr. Mathot's appearance at 
Headquarters yesterday, Commissioner 
Bingham asserted that no such list as the 
deputy spoke of on Monday had been 
made, He expressed amazement when told 
that Mr. Mathot had said such a list was 
in existence, and said: 

“ Mr. Mathot is a very sick man; he will 
not be at his office to-day.” 

When told that it was asserted authori- 
tatively that such a list as Mr. Mathot 
had mentioned was being prepared, 
jen, Bingham sald he did not believe it. 
When asked for the reason for the com- 
pilation of such a list, he said: 

“I cannot see any good reason for it. 
The publicity would do no especial good, 
and the cases are old ones. A Bishop was 
mentioned, I believe. Well, there are only 
four Bishops .n New York, so it ought to 
be easy to pick out the guilty one. I 
don’t know of any such Bishop, and I 
certainly do not intend to rake up old 
¢candals.”’ 

Just then the Commissioner was in- 
formed that Mr. Mathot had arrived at 
Headquarters. He appeared much sure 
prised. He was told that the reason for 
Mr. Mathot’s appearance after he had an- 
nounced that he was to take the day off 
was that it was necessary for him to sign 
the monthly payrolls. 

Contradiction by Mr. Mathot. 

Mr. Mathot remained at Police Head- 
quarters until nearly 4 o’clock. Just be- 
fore he departed he was asked: 

‘Did Commissioner Bingham rebuke 
you for the interview that appeared in 
this morning’s papers? ”’ 

‘He did not. I have not seen the Com- 
missioner. How could he?” was the re- 
ply. 

The deputy was then told that a com- 
mittee representing the musicians em- 
ployed in the Metropolitan orchestra had 
called at THE Times office and asked that 
Mr. Mathot be requested to furnish the 
name of the man of whom he spoke when 
he said that a member of the orchestra 
had been arrested and convicted for an 
offense similar to that charged against 
Caruso just before the tenor’s arrest. 

“ Well, I said such a man had been ar- 
rested,’’ declared Mr. Mathot. “ That’s all 
there is to say.” 

“Will you make public the name, ag 
requested? ”’ 

“T have nothing further to say. I am 
suffering from a severe attack of the 
grip, and I’m going home to try and get 
rid of it.’ 

Half an hour later Commissioner Bing- 
ham began his afternoon talk with the 
reporters thus: 

““ Now, look here, boys; there has been 
some misquoting somewhere. Mr. Mathot 
distinctly denies that he volunteered the 
statements attributed to him. He says 
that the words were put into his mouth 
He denies that he volunteered the classi- 
fication, and says that one of the report- 
ers suggested ‘a priest,, a ‘Y. M. C. A. 
man,’ and so on.”’ 

““Yoy have seen Mr. Mathot to-day?” 
the Commissioner was axed. 

**Oh, yes, I saw him several times. We 
had a talk about inis matter, and he wags 
in and out s!i day.”

Then the Commissioner was told by 
half a dozen reporters that Mr. Mathot 
had given out the interview as it was 
printed yesterday. Gen. Bingham said 
there must be some mistake about that, 
and threatened not only to prevent his 
deputies from talking, but to stop talking 
himself if the “ misquoting"’ continued, 
In regard to the Caruso case he said: 

Bingham Has No List. 

“As tar as that is concerned, I have 
never had any interest in it except that I 
was told the defense would be that the 
police were blackmailing. I found out 
what sort of a man Caine was, and then 
I got busy to see that he was not thrown 
down. Now the case ts through, and I'm 
done. There is nothing more to be said, as 
far as I am concerned. We are not mak- 
ing out a List: it is .ot our bustness to 
make out such 4 list.

“Our polar equipment, of course, in- 
cluded many things which had never be- 
fore been used in mountain climbing. The 
principal thing of interest in it was our 
tent. This was made of Shantung silk, 
weighed about three pounds, and was 
large enough to hold three persons. 

“This was much different from the 

y to forty pound tents which moun- 
tain climbers have used heretofore. Then, 
too, we had sleeping bags, which I in- 
vented on one of my arctic trips. These 
bags were of eiderdown, covered with 
silk, and were so made that they could be 
used as coats. We carried Swiss ice axes, | 
which we covered with tubes and used for | 





tent poles. | 

“Our food also was such as is used in| 
polar expeditions. It consisted principally 
of pemmican, dry beef, and beef tallow in 
equal parts, together with a little sugar. 
‘he men ate a pound of pemmican a day. 
We used sugar insteac of salt, because 
salt would make us thirsty, and it would 
be hard to get water to satisfy our thirst.

“We mixed flour and baking powder, 
the dough into a biscuit about an 
: diameter, and baked it in a re- 
flector. We cooked these biscuits on the 
timber line. We dried them thoroughly 
and let them freeze. They were so hard 
they could be used as pillows without any 
fear of breking them. Our food also con- 
sisted of tea and sugar. We ate twice a 
day and on lucky days, when we got a 
chance to heat any thing, three times. 
Our fuel consisted of alcohol. We used 
this in melting the ice to get water and 
also in an alcohol stove. 

“Our completed outfit was carried in 
packs strapped to the men’s backs. Each 
pack weighed about fifty pounds. We 
started out to see if a man could carry 
his complete outfit independently. As a 
rule mountain climbers have a long line 
of porters to carry their provisions. This 
we did away with, ard it was the first 
time anything of the kind had been done 
in mountain climbing.’’ 

“Our party left New York on May 1. In it 
were, besides myself, Prof. H. C. Parker, 
who teaches physics tin Columbia Univer- 
sity; Russell W. Porter, topographer; Bel- 
more H. Brown, naturalist; Walter Mil- 
ler, photographer, and J. Beecher, 
whom I can best classify as an ‘all- 
round man.’ 

“We arrived in Seattle on May 10. 
There we reinforced our party with Fred 
Paine and Edward Barrelle, who acted 
as packers; John Dokkin, a miner, and 
several others until there were about ten 
of us in all. While in Seattle we built a 
special launch for climbing swiftly mov- 
ing streams. It was 40 feet long with a 
shallow draught and a 23-horse power 
engine. We dubbed the boat the Bokhoy, 
which is the Russian-Indian name for 
Mount McKinley, and really means ‘ big.’ 

“We left Seattle on May 16 for Cook 
Inlet on the Alaskan coast, and arrived 
there on May 28. Then we started out for 
Mount McKinley, more than 120 miles 
away in the heart of Alaska. We sent 
twenty pack horses, which we had bought 


na River with our baggage. With our 
boat, which was stocked with provisions 
for six months, we started up the Susitna 
and Yentna Rivers to the head of naviga- 
tion. There we met the pack horses. _ 

‘Our plan was to attack Mount Mc- 
Kinley from the southwest side. We ex- 
pected to find a pass through the Alas- 
kan range at the head of the Yentna 
River. We found three passes, but none 
of them could be traveled. 

‘Defeated in this attempt, we decided 
to get to the southeast of Mount McKin- 
ley. To accomplish this we marched 65 
miles through marshy country over the 
Yentna gold diggings. When we reached 
the southeast side everything again ap- 


** Perpendicular cliffs rose up before us 


There was nothing that promised a pos- 
sible chance of success. It was early in 
August and too late to retrace our steps 
west; on account of the advanced season 
also we had to abandon any thought of 
trying to get to the top, so we decided to 
devote ourselves to other scientific work. 

‘** Accordingly I left Mr. Porter, the to- 
pographer, and two assistants south of 
McKinley to make a map of the 

between the Susitna and Yentna 

I sent Brown and Beecher into 
the mouth of the Matanuska River for 
zoological specimens, and Prince and Mil- 
ler into the mouth of the Keechatna Riy- 
er for the same purpose. 

“With Barrelle and Dokkins I ascended 
the Susitna, Chulitna, and Tokositna Riv- 
By chance we happened 
come upon a glacier that sweeps the 
upper eastern slope of Mount McKinley. 
This was an excelient highway to the 
mountain, so we determined to explore it 
for the purpose of using it as a route to 
the top in another vear. 

‘In three days after leaving the boat 
we explored the glacier up the mountain 
and came apes the northeastern ridge of 
Mount McKinley. This was the most fa- 
vorable a we had found in three 
months for reaching the top, and we had 
discovered it after three days’ work. Here, 
although snow fell all day, we met the 
most agreeable part of our trip. Between 
the flurries of snow we got a view of 
clear sky. During the Summer it had 
rained incessantly. Under this advantage

{of clear weather we decided to push on. 


‘““On the fourth day after leaving the 
boat we reached the top of the ridge. 
There we were confronted with a granite 
cliff which rose 4,000 feet into the air 
on top of the ridge, which was 12,000 feet 
high. We found it difficult to pitch a 
tent, so built a snowhouse, and slept in 
that. The house was much more satis- 
factory than the tent, being much warmer. 

“On the fifth day we found a way 
around the cliff by cutting steps in cor- 
nices of ice. We managed to climb 2,000 
feet this day. Again we had difficulty 
in finding a place to sleep. It was too 
far to return to our icehouse, so we cut 
out places in the ice, wrapped our bags 
about us and sat down to sleep. Thus 
we tried to be happy for the nignt. 

‘On the morning of the sixth day I 
climbed 2,000 feet. That night was the last 
comfortable one we spent. From then 
on until we reached the top we suffered 
from difficult breathing, strong heart 
beats, bleeding from the nose, and slight 
attacks of snow blindness, but we did not 
suffer from indigestion. On the seventh 
day we made 2,000 feet more. We were 
now very near the top. 

“Very early on the morning of the 
eighth day we made the dash for the top. 
In our climb we encountered two peaks. 
We chose the southwestern. We reached 
the top at 10 o'clock. We intended to stay 
there two hours, but actually stayed only 
twenty minutes, so great was our suf- 
fering, 

* About 200 or 300 feet below the peak 
we left a record of our visit—made out of 
a pile of stones and an American flag. 
With this we left the names of our party, 
the line of march, the date, and the tem- 
perature. 

‘**‘In four days we descended the moun- 
tain it had taken us eight to climb. Then 
we started home. When I reached Seattle, 
much to my surprise, my family, which 
consists of Mrs. Cook, a seven-year-old 
daughter, and an infant eighteen-months 
old, greeted me. We immediately started 
East. 

‘‘We estimate the height of Mount Mc- 
Kinley at 20,300 feet. We took triangular 
measurements from twelve different 
points and also took the barometric pres- 
sure. It will take some time to figure 
out the exact height from these two 
sources. '

Library, 569 East 140th Street, the last 
entry on which showed that a book enti- 
tled ‘‘ The Government Class Book” had 
recently been taken from the Hbrary. In 
addition there was a letter of recommen- 
dation from a music-publishing firm for 


which Lewis had worked und a sealed | 


letter addressed to the dead man’s par- 
ents. 

From the letter signed ‘‘ Herman W."” 
the Coroner was of the opinion that the 
man was a playwright and musical com- 
poser, and that he had been unable to at- 
tain success in his chosen professions. 


The Coroner sent the sealed letter to the! 


address in Fast 142d Street, and the body 
was taken to the Morgue. The revolver 
from which the bullet had been fired was 
found beside the bed. 


NEWARK ARTIST A SUICIDE. 


R. L. Barrington, Out of Money, Found 
Dead in His Studio. 


Richard L. Barrington, 
an artist, was found dead 
in the Century building at 142 Market 
Street, Newark, yesterday. There were 
two small bullet holes in his right temple, 
and a revolver of small calibre was lying 
on the floor near the body. The indica- 
tions point to suicide. 

Miss Miller ,who worked for the dead 
man, discovered the body of the artist 
early yesterday afternoon, She left the 
office at 11:30 o’clock to go to lunch, and 
when she returned at 2:30 she found the 
door locked. She called an elevator boy, 
who opened it with a pass key. 

Barrington, who was subject to fits, was 
iying on the floor with some froth on his 
lips. His head lay in a pool of blood. 
Miss Miller thought that he was suffering 
from a fit and she sent a boy for a phy- 


sician. When the doctor arrived he said 
the artist was dead. 

An examination of the revolver showed 
that the empty shell was not in the bar- 
rel of the pistol, but had been twisted 
around until it was at the bottom of the 
eylinder, This led the police to 
at first that some one else might have 
fired the shot. 

Miss Miller had been helping Barrington 
to pack his paintings, as he was to have 
left the building yesterday afternoon. He

FERRY REPAIRS NO LUXURY. 


Dock Commissioner Bense! Explains 
the Need for an Outlay of $100,000. 


Dock Commissioner Bensel had some- 
thing explanatory to say about repairs 
to the new Staten Island ferryboats yes- 
terday. Approximately $100,000 must be 
expended to put them all in proper shape, 
and this fact had led some people to won- 
der why it jis that the city must expend 
money on boats so soon after they came 
from their builders. 

The Commissioner said he _ thought 
$250,000 would represent the city’s total 
loss on the operation of the Staten Island 
ferries thus far. The annual report of 
this department, soon to be issued, would 


indicate the loss more definitely. 

He said he believed it would have been 
$400,000 if certain changes and altera- 
tions had not been effected for the cut- 
ting down of expenses. 

“Tt is quite true that we expect to 
spend $100,000 for repairs on the Staten 
Island boats, including the old Robert 
Garrett and Castleton, and taking 
every item, from a fresh coat of paint or 
a new propeller to nails and ropes,”’ said 
Mr. Bensel. ‘It is nothing extraordinary, 
nothing out of the way. 

“ How it is people get it into their heads 
that a ferryboat can get along month 
after month without any repairs or look- 
ing after, beats me. It’s impossible for 
men to get along without eating, isn’t 
it? Well, how can you expect ferryboats 
to last forever unless they are given 
some food in the shape of new paint, en- 
gines, supplies, and so forth?”

After over a 
month's investigation by physicians and 
chemists it hes been determined that the 
peculiar sickness in the family of Will- 
jam F. Wait is due to arsenic poisoning. 
Mr. Wait is still very ill at the City Hos- 
pital, and his son Bryan, who was gradu- 
ated recently from Yale, is also confined 
there in a partially paralyzed condition. 
He has lost the use of his hands and legs, 
and physicians say he may not recover in 
years. 

The Rev. Harvey Clements of Glovers- 
ville, a son-in-law, who recently spent a 
few days in the Wait household, was all 
ready to go abroad, but upon reaching 
New York was stricken with the malady 


and was ill for some time. Mrs. Wait was 
also desperately ill for several days. The 
servants in the household and the coach- 
man were among the victims of the dis- 
ease, 

Analysis of sugar, flour, tea, and other 
foodstuffs remaining in the Wait house 
showed the presence of arsenic in eofisid- 
erable quantities. 

Mr. Wait is a member of the old carpet 
manufacturing firm of Nye & Wait. His 
residence is in a fashionable quarter on 
Genesee Street, and they have a Summer 
home and a yacht on Owasco Lake.

In beginning his speech, Senator Tillman 
referred to the objection to him. 

““And not only objection,”’ he said, ‘* but

‘hardly know what to call it—presentation 
j of the demand of a certain element of 
| your citizenship that the good ladies of 
Chicago should cancel an engagement be- 
cause forsooth it was contrary to the 
wishes of these distinguished fellow-citi- 
zens of yours.

If this 
law were enforced it would result in two 
States at least being dominated absolute- 
ly by negroes, while four other States 
| would be so near being governed by the 
| negro that there would practically be an 
equal division of officers." 

A voice’ "' How about the law?”’ 

“The law?" cried Senator Tillman. | 
“'To hell with such laws.” 
| Speaking to the negroes of elections in 
| Chicago he said “ political machines bam- 
boozle you poor ignorant baboons.” 
“No matter what the people in the 
North may say or do,”’ he said again, ‘‘ the 
white race in the South will never be dom- 
inated by the negro, and I want to tell 
you now that if some States should ever 
make an attempt to ‘save South Caro- 
lina,’ we will show them in their fanat- 
icism that we will make it red before we 
make it black. God Almighty made the 
Caucasian of better clay."’ 

In conclusion Senator Tillman _ said: 
** Now as a general illustration of the in- 
justice that is sometimes done, President 
Roosevelt discharged three companies of 
colored soldiers without a court-martial, 
and in doing this he punished innocent 
men for the crime of a few. In doing 
this he transcended the authority of the 
law, and he ought not to have done it.”

Fund Will Establish Harlem Lodg- 
ing House for Them. 


WORK OF THE AID SOCIETY 


Annual Meeting Shows Thousands of 
Friendiess Lads Sheltered or 
Placed in Good Homes. 


A gift of $100,000 to the Children’s Aid 
Society for the establishment of a lodg- 
ing house for friendless boys in Harlem 
was announced in the annual report of 
the society yesterday. The mame of the 
donor was not announced, but it was 
learned on good authority that it was 
Mrs. William E. Dodge who contributed 
the money. Mrs. Dodge has been warmly 
interested for many years in the work of 
the society. 


The new home for boys will be in the | 


vicinity of 125th Street and Third Avenue, 
and will contain, in addition to dining and 
lodging rooms, a gymnasium, club, and 
reading rooms and adequate bath and 
locker rooms. It will be under the super- 
vision of a man who has devoted his life 
to this work. 

The annual meeting of the society was 
held yesterday at the Chase National 
Bank offices, in Cedar Street. The re- 
tiring officers—William 
President; A, Barton Hepburn, Treasurer, 
and Charles Loring Bruce, Secretary— 
were re-elected, as were the four Trustees 
whose terms expired, William Church Os- 
born, James R. Roosevelt, Arthur C.

Higgins 
to-day approved a recommendation of

| tered out on that date. 

“3. The hospital corps, field music, and 
Companies B, D, F, G, H, I, and K are

‘“*4. Major Elmore F. Austin, engineer, 
First Brigade, is, in addition to his other

THE SUGAR TRUST FINED. 


| Sentenced to Pay $18,000 in Central 


Rebate Case. 
Judge Holt, tn the United States Circuit 


| Court yesterday, sentenced the American 
| Sugar Refining 


Company of New York, 
convicted last week of accepting $26,000 
in rebates from the New York Central 
Railway, in violation of the Elkins Anti- 
act, to pay a fine of $18,000. 
The defendant company then obtained a 
Stay of sixty days in which to perfect its 
appeal. The fine is for the same amount 
imposed upon the New York Central Rail- 
way for granting the rebates to the Sugar 
Company. 

Counsel for the defense argued in sup- 
port of a motion for an arrest of judg- 
ment. He contended that the contract 
made with the Central by Lowell M. 
Palmer, under which the rebates were 
granted, could not be legally held to be 
binding criminally upon the defendant. 
Judge Holt, in the course of the discus- 
observed that in his opinion Mr. 
Palmer could under the Inter-State Com- 
merce act, which was superseded by the 
Elkins act, have been indicted, tried, ané 
convicted for soliciting the rebates.

year found her ambitions achieved. 

The author’s authority aside, the thing 
was not so difficult as it might seem. 
For the girl was well trained in the spend- 
ing of money to the best advantage, and 
it must be remembered that her desires 
were reletively, rather than absolutely, 
high. It was not her purpose to emulate 
the daughters and wives of millionaires, 
and she had nobody depending on her. 
Not all handsome dresses cost hundreds 
of dollars, and the silver mounting of a 
hairbrush can have a pleasing lustre even 
though it be not of the heaviest. There 
are other good pictures, too, than paint- 
ings by the old masters, or the new ones, 
either, and some rather sightly furniture | 
turned out by machinery, despite the 
scorn it receives from the preachers of 
“craft.”” So we are quite sure that this 
“ Little Story’ was true as well as pu- 
thetic—that its economics were as accur- 
as its appeal to the heart.

The air brakes not only give added safety, 
but they materially increase facility and 
speed of traffic, and here, more than any- 
where else, delay is expensive as well as 
irritating. Of the entire practicability of 
air brakes for street cars there is no 
longer the slightest question, if there ever 
was any, and it is high time for public 
sentiment to begin to exert a heavy, 
steady pressure on our purveyors of trans- 
portation.

Now for myself I would say that, early 
in the Summer of 1833, my father, John 
Bliss, United States Army, then a Major, 
was on his way to take command at Fort 
Snelling. With him were my mother and 
myself, and for two or three weeks we 
were most kindly entertained at Col. 
Taylor's quarters ‘waiting for the annual 
steamer with supplies for Fort Snelling. 
While there we heard (but not from the 
Colonel's family) of the love affair of 
Lieut. Davis and Knox Taylor, and of the 
Colonel's objections thereto. The steamer 
arriving, we proceeded on, and a few 
wecks after reaching Fort Snelling our 
small social cirole was paralyzed with the 
news that Lieut. Davis haf “run off” 
with Knox Taylor. So that the story, in- 
stead of being of late date, was coincident 
with the marriage. And I would mention 
right here that, although I have often and 
often heard the matter discussed In army 
and civil circles, I never knew any other 
construction to be put upon it, and the 
communication of ‘ D, B. C.” is the only 
instance of my seéing it in print. And I 
never heard but the one story that up to 
the time of her death the Colonel never 
saw nor became reconciled to her. 

Late in the Fall of 1835 I left Fort Snell- 
ing with several others in a birch bark 
canoe, making a voyage to Galena, IIl., 
camping out every night except at Prairie 
du Chien, where for two or three days I 
again became the guest of the kindly old 
Colonel and his most estimable wife. On 
my last day word was recelveg of the 
death of Mrs. Davis, and I certainly never 
saw a more sorrowing family; the Colonel 
seemed utterly broken down. I know that 
at the time of the marriage the Colonel 
was not at the Falls of St. Anthony, (Fort 
Snelling,) and that for years before and 
after there was no trouble whatever with 
Indians in that quarter. 

Of course the above can in no way be 
reconciled with the communication of “ D. 
B. C."" and the story of the reconciliation 
and two years’ engagement. It is my be- 
Hef that Mrs. Dandridge (whose first hus- 
band, by the way, was my kinsman, W. 
W. 8. Bliss, United States Army,) was 
misquoted—otherwise there is a clashing 
of recollection between Mrs. Dandridge 
(Betty Taylor) and myself. Any one in- 
terested in determining the quality of our 
respective memories could -veadily do so 
by examining the records of the War De- 
partment, and learning whether in the 
Summer of 1838 Col. Zachary Taylor was 
sent on an expedition to quell Indian dis- 
turbances in the vicinity of the Falls of 
St. Anthony. 

There is a decided possibility that Mrs. 
Dandridge unwittingly confused her rec- 
ollections with the Black Hawk war, 
which occurred a few years before, and in 
which both her father and mine took an 
active part.

POSTAL TREATY WITH CANADA. 


Reason Why Our Neighbor 
Wishes to Abrogate Existing 
Arrangements. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Will you permit me to suggest that the 
editorial In your issue of this date cem- 
menting upon Canada’s announced inten- 
tion to abrogate the postal treaty with 
the United States so far as concerns sec- 
ond-class matter is based upon a misap- 
prehension? 

Of course your statement that the charge 
made by our own Post Office Department 
for second-class matter is ‘‘1 cent for 
each two ounces or any fraction there- 
of” is an inadvertence. The charge is 1 
cent a pound. But the essential point of 
; your editorial is its plain intimation that 
Canada is dissatisfied with the existing 
arrangement and wishes to discontinue it 
for ‘‘a purely business reason,”’ that rea- 
son being that the price now charged for 
second-class matter by the United States 
Government is too low. 

That that cannot be the reason is 
shown by the fact that Canada’s own 
charge for seconé-class mail matter is less 
than half that charged by the United 
States Government. In Canada the charge 
for second-class matter, within a circuit 
of 300 miles from the mailing point, 1s 
one-quarter of a cent a pound, and by far 
the larger part of the second-class matter 
mailed in Canada is sent at the quarter- 
cent rate. For all distances in excess of 
300 miles, Including the United States, 
Great Britain, other European countries, 
Australia, South Africa, india, and even 
China and Japan, the charge is one-half 
a cent a pound—just half the rate charged 
in the United States. 

Another reason why Canada desires to 
abrogate the postal treaty cannot be 
objection to our rate of postage on second- 
class matter Is that if our rate were 
raised as proposed to 4 cents or even 8 
conts a pound, Canada would get no more 
for her part of the service rendered than 
she gets now. Under the postal treaties 
each country keeps the total amount paid 
for postage within that country. 

What Canada really wants is to substi- 
tute for the existing postal arrangement 
some rules and regulations that will lessen 
the competition of newspapers and pe- 
riodicals published in the United States 
with those pubiished in Canada. It is a 
part of her new policy of higher protec- 
tion for Canadian products. 

May I add, as an interesting point, that, 
in spite of the fact that Canada's rate for 
second-class mail matter is only from a 
quartér to a half of that paid in the 
United States, she has no postal deficit, 
but, on the contrary, for the last fiscal 
year a surplus of $490,844.89, G. W. J.

THE OUSTING OF FISH. 


His Value to the South Described by 
the President of a Large Industry. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Stuyvesant Fish and prosperity in the 
South are synonymous. Where his rail- 
roads run the farmers and merchants are 
successful. In the examination of rates 
of freight and refrigeration charges it de- 
veloped that, contrary to usage on all 
other Southern railroads, the Illinois Cen- 
tral ran its own refrigerating cars, and 
charged about SC per cent. of the price 
demanded for similar service by the Ar- 
mour people. Other Southern railroads 
allowed outside corporations to 
fruit and freight requiring ice for its 
keeping. The Armour firm is the owner 
of ‘nost of the refrigerating cars east of 
the Mississippi, and performs this service 
for Southern roads. 

The difference 


carry 


between the cost of ship- 
ping via the Illinois Central and other 
lines as far as fruit is concerned often 
means the difference between prosperous 
fruit raising and abandonment of the in- 
dustry. 

Have we not here the reason why the 
owners of the trunk lines throughout the 
South want Stuyvesant Fish retired? The 
original stockholders of the Southern | 
Railway, the Central of Georgia, and 
holders in many other lines lost practical- 
ly ‘their investment in the milking-out 
process. Yet the Illinois Central has been 
prosperous, paying its stockholders, 1 be- 
lieve, as well as serving its patrons and 
developing its territory. Is it not a case 
of unwelcome comparison between its suc- 
cess frum every point of view and the 
failure of other lines? 

To a manufacturer or miner the giving 
of capital stock to a rallrond employe in 
order to secure the means of sNipping his 
product illustrates the present condition 
of things on other railroads besides the 
Pennsylvania lines. Indeed, the condi- 
tions are worse on other lines doubtless. 
The railroads where there is no compe- 
tition call the communities thus cut off 

their own back yards,’ and treat them 
accordingly. 

Men industrially prominent are snubbed 
by cheap railroad employes. Empty cars | 
to ship out loaded with profitable freight | 
are not promptly furnished, even a 
convenient. Incomirg cars loaded with 
coal will remain weeks a short distance 
from the point needed. The railroad em- 
ployes complain of any Increase in work 
that accompanies the prosperity of the 
very industries that suppert the transpor- 
tation lines. The railroad management 
ellows the cheaper employes to cripple 
the ndustries of this Nation. Dwellers in 
the larger cities have no experience com- 
parable and wonder at the so-called So- 
cialistic feeling of the country at large, 
favoring Government ownership. 

The forcing cut of the President of the | 
Illinois Central and of another railroad 
President like Fish, a promoter of pros- 
perity, does not look hopeful to those who 
believe in corporate control of railroads.

A Bewildering Glitter and Some Mel- | 


ody in “ The Parisian Model.” 


“The Parisian Model,” produced with 
Anna Held as the star, at the Broadway 
Theatre last night, is a pungent show, 
with a great amount of feminine spice 
attractively attired. In fact, clothes and 
scenery constituted a large part of the 
performance, which is not said in detrac- 
tion of several clever ‘‘ numbers” 
two or three songs, which doubtless will 
become contagious. 

The opening scene is laid in a dress- 
making establishment, and Miss Held 
would put a chameleon to shame by the 
variety of colors she displays while 
wearing specimens of what seemed last 
night to be an absolutely unlimited ward- 


robe. She changed her gown no less 
than eight times for the different verses 
of a maae song. 

The pict, as one catches glimpses of it 
from time to time through mazes of scen- 
ery, costuming, and “ specialties,’”’ is a 
very small plot indeed to occupy so much 
time and space; but, so to speak, has the 
virtue of bein delicately attenuated. 
Anna, the model, comes into a fortune of 
1,000,000, through the decease of an old 
lady who has taken a special fancy to her. 
Julien, her artist lover, suspects that she 
has come by so much money in some less 
commendable manner, and acquires the 
habit of repeatedly leaving her forever. 

In return for his trouble, the model does 
her virtuous best to shock him, in spite | 
of the distress she feels. Though the 
third section of the musical comedy was 
just getting well under way at 11:15 last 
night, it was obvious that the piece was 
doomed to close with a duet and recon- 
ciliation. 

The piece had evidently been written

“Further investigation develops that 
through the work of some of those in the 
Bureau of Assessments and Arrears, 
either during their regular office hours 
for which they were paid by the city, or 
outside those hours, this bureau had be- 
come a more important annex to the Title 
Insurance Company than it was to the 
municipal business of the City of New 
York. The system devised by Mr. Slat- 
tery and his friends for the company was 
far superior to anything that has been 
devised for the city.” 

This statement was made by an Official 
high in the Finance Department yester- 
day afternoon in discussing Controller 
Metz's discoveries in the Bureau of As- 
sessments and Arrears. 

There was some little surprise that the 
making public of the suspension of Col- 
lector Edward A. Slattery failed to bring 
him to the office in person or at least 
some message from him. It was said at 
his home Monday night that he was out 
of town. 

Controller Metz was as hot as ever on 
the scent for delinquents yesterday. 
“There are a lot of people around here,” 
he said, ‘“‘ who are making more money 
than I draw in salary as Controller. The 
city ought to be able to save all that 
$100,000 a year that it has been paying 
for work done by the title companies. 
There is no reason why we should not 
search our own titles, and I will arrange 
for it in future, too. The city has been 
paying $12,000 and $15,000 a clip for these 
things when it had all the data in its 
own possession, if it was only in shape 
to be got at without great loss of time.’’ 

It also developed that so tangled were 
the accounts in the Bureau of Assess- 
ments and Arrears that, despite repeated 
requests from the Controller as to the 
cash account in the bureau, nothing could 
be learned, For instance, the amount 
that the late Charles P. Chipp is alleged 
to have taken and for which he was pros- 
ecuted is not known within many hun- 
dreds of dollars. 

Chipp’s method was simple. He was 
able to learn the week the Commissioners 
of Accounts would visit his office. It was 
understood that the figures for that week 
would be the test for the other fifty-one 
weeks of the year. On the day the Com- 
missioners would appear the week they 
desired to inspect would be put before 
them and found all right. A clean bill 
would then issue on behalf of the admin- 
istration of Chipp. 

Chipp Played Game Once Too Often. 


Chipp, however, sent his pitcher to the 
well once too often, A title company 
used the figures for the particular week 
the Commissioners of Accounts had 
looked over. They entered in their rec- 
ords that certain property was free and 
clear, for the records of this particular 
week so showed. 

Another company had occasion to look 
over the same record. It happened to be 
working on the same piece of property 
that the other company had to do with. 
The second company’s perusal of the 
figures showed that, contrary to the re- 
port of the first company, the title was
